Livingstone and Africa. 



It is something to be a missionary. 
The morning stars sang together, and 
all the HoriH of God Hhotiled for joy, 
when they first saw the field which 
the first, misnionary was to fill. The 
great and terrible God, before whom 
angels veil their face, had an only Son, 
and he was sent to the habitable parts 
of the earth ns a missionary physician. 
It is something to be a follower, how- 
ever feeble, in the work of the Great 
Teacher, the only Model missionary, 
that ever appeared among men, and 
now that he is head over all thingw, 
King of kings and Lord of lords, 
what commission is equal to that 
which the missionary holds for himl 
But what moan this lugubrious wail 
that too often burnt from the circle of 
his friends'? The toars shed might be 
excused if he were going to the Inle of 
Man at the government's expense. 
But sometimes the missionary note is 
pitched on tho same key. The white 
clifta of Dover become immensely dear 
to those who never cared for masHeH 
of chalk before. Pathetic plaints 
are penned about laying their bones 
on a foreign shore by those who never 
cared of making aught of their bones 
at home. (Bone dust is dear nowhere 
we think). And then there is a never 
ending talk and wringing of hands 
over his or hor going to be a mission- 
ary. The man is going to be hanged 
instead of going to serve his n aster. 
Is this such service as he deserves ? 
He who though rich for our sakes be- 
come poor, He who became a mission- 
ary and gavo His life for us? But we 
will not go on in this strain or you 
will think we are talking about "sa 
orifices'' not of " Livingstone and 
Africa." A few years since Africa 
could no' boast of even one mission- 
ary htai^La. Tho heroic Livingstone 
and other's have brought to light fer- 
tile, populous and well watered 
table lands hitherto unexplored. 
Missionaries suffering with malarial 
poison, trying to build churches upon 
a coast flooded with the liquid fire of 
a foreign rum trade, look wistfully in- 
land. Christians who watched the mar- 
velous growth of commerce wish to 
send Bibles to the hands that havo 
gathered and prepared ivory, coffee, in- 
digo, india rubber, beeswax and other 
things which we receive from Africa. 
In 1876, the English Church mission- 
ary society, which previously hud .i 

ntMMOtt i" last ot Znnr.ihar bo- 

gan a new mission on the Victoria 
Nyanza. (This lake covers an area 
equal to that of the State of New York.) 
The London mission society has select- 
ed the region of Lake Tanganykn, 
On Lake Nyassa, the free church of 
Scotland commenced tho Livingston 
ian Mission in 1872, and the Establish 
ed Church, another at Blantyre not 
far distant. The Livingstone inland 
Mission has two stations noar the 
mouth of tho Congo. In Africa the 
worsen are very ignorant and super- 
set/ ns ; in the churches they are per 
mitted to occupy only a dark latticed 
appartment. (How fortnnato it is that 
they have no silks, laces, and feathers 
a foot long, for woman like they 
would like to take a front pew and 
show them off). In South Africa, 
polygamy prevails and woman is " the 
animal of all work." When a head 
man dies the wives are divided among 
the heirs, and any ono refusing to 
j/o to her new master is Hturved into 
submission. They sometimes carry 
through life marks of hot irons, be 
cause they rebelled when sold to 
some one noted for cruelty and ill- 
temper. In tho interior some of 
them appear to enjoy a fair degree of 
personal liberty; bat millions on 
millions of this dusky race are slaves 
of savages and cannibals. A mission- 
ary once said, " What would you say 
mothers, to have your daughters in 
the condition of youn,' women in 
Africa exposed to tbe hellish cruelties, 
and soul and body polluting influence 
of heathenism 1" In some of the 
African schools, you might see a girl 
with eight spear murks on hor person, 
anothor who was united from tho 
back of her dead mother in the waters, 
another who had fled from the ilen 
of a poligamibt whose tribe murk 
was an ampul.uted finger, and another 
whose relatives once burned her 
clolhes and intoxicated hor to keep 
her away from the rnissioncries. 
Livingstone says they knew nothing 
of a Deity ; that they prayed to their 
mothers when distressed or dying, 
nor had they any religion BXOl 
belief in medicine. The following 
incident taken from his journal deals 
*l h their linn belief in a futuro state, 
which enters so largely into the minds 
of all Africans, anil for which for lack 
of guidance assumos all the distorted 
growths "f superstition : " Six 
men slaves were singing as if they 
did not feel the weight and degrade 
tion of the slave sticks. I asked the 
cause of their mirth, and was told 
that -they rejoiced at tho idea of com- 
ing hsM after death and haunt mo 
and kdling those who had sold them, 
some of the words I had to inquire 
shout for instance the DBSMing ot the 
word — to haunt and kill by spirit. 
power — this it was, ' Oh ! you Men/, 
me off to Manga (sea const) but the 
yoke is. off when I die, and back I 
shall come to haunt and to kill yon, 
then all joined ixt Use chorus, with 



the name of each vender. It told 
not of fun but of the bitterness and 
tears of such as were oppressed and 
on the side of the oppressors there 
was a power Hint he, higher than they." 
Farther on Livi&gtone says: "The 

Strangest disease I have seen in this 
country seems really to bo a broken 
heart. It attacks free men who 
have been Captured and made slaves, 
when inked what ailed them, they 
ascribed their only pain to the heart, 
and placed the hand correctly on the 
spot. Tho sufferings endured by 
those unfortunate captives must havo 
been terrible indeed. Many died be- 
cause it wos impossible to carry a 
heavy burden on the head, while 
marching in the heavy yoke which 
weighs from thirty to forty pounds as 
a rule. Children for a time, would 
keep up with wonderful endurance, 
but it sometimes happened that the 
sound of dancing and the merry 
tinkling of the small drums would 
fall on their ears in passing a small 
village ; then tho memory of home 
and happy days jiroved too much for 
them. They cried and sobbed ; the 
' broken heart ' cume on and they 
rapidly sank." The Africans all bec- 
kon with the hand to call a pirson in a 
different way from what Europeans 
do. The hand is held as surgeons 
say, prone or palm down, while we 
beckon with the hand held supine or 
palm up -, it is quite natural in them, 
for the idea in their mind is to lay 
the hand on the person and draw 
him towards them. If the person 
wished for is noar, say forty yards off, 
the beckoner puts out his right hand 
on a level With bis breast, and makes 
the motion of catching tho other by 
shutting the fingers and drawing him 
to himself. If the person is farther 
off this motion is exaggerated by 
lifting up the right band as high as 
he can. He brings it down with a 
sweep toward the ground, tho hand 
being still prone as before. In nod- 
ding assent they differ from us by 
lifting up the chin instead of bringing 
it down as we do. This lifting up of 
the chin looks natural after a short 
usage therewith, and is perhaps, 
purely conventional, not natural 
as the others seem to be. 

Can we wonder now that Living- 
stone was so anxious to beip this 
country and its poor degraded people. 
Can wo wonder at his indefatigable 
energy T Can we wonder then that 
he was faithfnl to the last T The fol-

Is it, then, pro 
sumption to think that the long used, 
fervent prayer of the wanderer spod 
forth once more-— that constant sup 
plication become more perfect in 
weakness and that from bis loneliness 
David Livingstone ; with a dying ef- 
fort yet again bosought Him for whom 
he labored to break from the oppres 
sion and woo of tho land. In his last 
letter or rather the last entry in his 
Journal he sftys, "All I can add in my 
loneliness is May heaven's richest bles 
sing come down on every ono, Ameri- 
can, English, or Turk, who helps to 
heal the open sore of the world 
Air oj.

Corcoran and Prof. A. G. Bull, and 
the Professors of the college. 

Having taken their places on the 
platform, a short intermission follow- 
ed succeeding which the exercises 
opened with an invocation by Rev. 
Samuel H. Greene. After prayer, Mr. 
James Irvin Satisom, of Pcnn., was in- 
troduced as the first speaker, and 
delivered an oration on" The Elizu- 
bethian Ago of English Literature." 
His address, which he delivered in 
signs, was read orally by Prof. Chick- 
ering. It was an exceedingly original 
oration, and 'showed acinar and com- 
prehensive familiarity wilh the subject 
Mr. Arthur D. Bryant, of the District 
of Columbia, delivered a dissertation 
on "Benjamin West " in signs, which 
was also interpreted orally by Prof. 
Chickering. Mr. Bryant, who has an 
excellont reputation as^an artist, show- 
ed careful study and knowledge of his 
theme. Following this, Shakespeare's 
All the world's a stage" was recited 
by Mr. It. M. Zeiglor, '82, bis panto- 
mime being so expressi ve that the vast 
assembly was kept in a continuods 
roar of delight. This finished tbe first 
part of tho programme, and upon tho 
conclusion of a five minutes' intermis- 
sion, Mr. Loster Goodman, of Illinois, 
delivered a masterly oration OU " Man 
in his thr eefol d nature." Mr. Good- 
man neerled no interpreter, his oration 
boing doliverod orally, and although 
the enunciation was imperfect in some 
instances, he, as well as the other 
speakera, wero the recipients of a 
deluge of boquets from thoir admiring 
friends of the gentler sex. The ora- 
tions being concluded, the graduating 
class wero presented by Dr. Gallaudot 
as candidates for degrees ; Messrs. 
Goodman and Sansorn for tho degree 
of Bachelor of Arts, and Mr. Bryant 
for the degreo of Bachelor of Phi 
losophy. 

An address by Prof. A. O. Bell, the 
lecturer on speech In the John Hop 
kins University, followed, in which the 
lecturer showed his method of teach 
ing tho dnmb by diagrams and symbols 
on the blackboard. Hon. J. Ran- 
dolph Tucker, of Virginia, then deliver- 
ed an interesting nddress which Pres. 
Gallaudet translated into Kigns for tho 
students. His speech, which was one 
of peculiar interest, was full of quaint 
and hntnorona sayinga Wfeioh kept th© 
audience in excellent spirits. After 
this Pres. Gallaudet came forward and 
announced that the directors and 
faculty hud decided to confer honorary 
degrees as follows: Master of Arts 
on Edmund Booth, of Iowa, editor of 
the AnumoFa Eureka ; Doctor of Phil- 
osophy on Alexander Graham Boll, 
Lecturer on Speech in the John Hop- 
kins University. Prof. Bell received 
tho congratulations of many of his 
friends present. Dr. Marshall and tho 
audience, leaving tho chapel, went to 
view tho college buildings, tho rooms 
of tho Students, and tho library, labo- 
ratory, lyoeum and museum being 
thrown open to inspection. In the 
evening, Dr. and Mrs. Gallaudot hold 
a reception which was well attended.

Sehory, Marshal, 
and Messrs. Iw H. Long, .1 P. Kelly, 
I. N. Hammer and F. W. Shaw, of the 
class '81, and G. L. Dougherty and 
R. M. Zeigler of tho class '8'2. Much 
praise is duo these gentlemen for the 
courteous manner in which tbey per- 
formed the arduous duties ot their 

office. 

The class of '80 has bad its day and 
showed its abilities, may its members 
throughout the remainder of their 
lives be as successful as they havo been 
in their college course.

One thing about the debate that was 

noticed, is that all the supporters of the 
affirmative side had hardly any beard. 
while thoso of tho other side were the 
reverse. 

Just before a vote was taken, a 
largo number of those who were 
present left the room, evidently wish- 
ing to keep their opinions till election 
day. Only 16 votes were recorded, 
and of these the Affirmative side se- 
cured 7, and tho Negative 8. The 
meeting then adjourned. 

We wish to here state in answer to 
a subscriber of the Journal who wants 
to know why it is that the Associa- 
tion had not been giving public de- 
bates for a long time. For tho past 
few years, corruption had taken pos 
lesion of tho Association, and on the 
occasion of several of the best educat- 
ed and refined mutes of the city they 
set about to clean it out. They found 
it was more than they had bargained 
for as they had one of the shrewdest 
knaves to overthrow. After a trial 
lasting three months, he was finally 
expelled from the Association of 
winch he had been Secretary. A de- 
mand was made upon him for the sur 
render of the books, papers and sta 
tionery, belonging to the Association. 
This he refused point blaukto do, 
averring that he had been expelled 
without a full .opportunity to be 
heard in his defence. 

Measures wero taken to compel 
him to surrender them, and the ser 
vices of a lawyer secured. How the 
ease is progressing is not generally 
known, but it is believed it will turn 
out all right, as the Association has 
full confidence in the ability of the 
three members of tho committee who 
were appointed to represent them. 

When this had boon accomplished, 
we found that we had to make arrange 
ments for holding our annual excur 
sion, and therefore all other things 
bad to be dropped. This alone de- 
manded several meetings to bring ii 
to a satisfactory standpoint It was 
not until last week that we could have 
a regular debate, the result of which 
lias been given above. As to the 
question whether the Association was 
i proper place for ladies, respectable 
people had better come and judgo for 
themselves and not try and come to a 
conclusion without any facts before 
them. 

Tho presence of ladies is much 
wanted, and the reason thoy do not 
put in aU appearance is riot generally 
known. If they will only come they 
may expect the best of treatment and 
ill tho opinions formed in advance 
blown to the winds. A chance for 
them to try us may bo had on the 20th 
of May, when Mr. George Farley will 
deliver a lecture. What his subject 
will be is not mado public, but as he is 
known to be a well educated gentle 
man, being tho holder of a gold medal 
presented to tho best graduate of the 
New York Institution for the educa- 
ion of the Deaf and Dumb at the end 
of his term, it is expected he will 
give us a rare treat. Come one, 
come all and wo hope that you will 
come every time, especially the ladies.
